Camp Grayling sergeant 
assists with return of 
fallen Korean War soldier

The brother of a northern Michigan 
woman, killed ina mass execution during 
the Korean War, was retuned to the United 
States last week fora proper military burial. 

The Department of Defense 
POW/Missing Personne! Office (DPMO) 
sald the remains of Pte. Charles Harlan 
Higdon, who served in the U.S. Army and 
was missing in action from the Korean War, 
were identified and returned to his family 
for burial with full military honors. 

Higdon was buried Tuesday, June 22, in 
his hometown of Akron, Ohio. 

Higdon graduated from high school tn 
June $949 and joined the Army the next 
year, just before the Korean War began. 

In early November 1950, Higdon was 
assigned to the 2nd Battalion, occupying a

defensive position near the 
town of Unsan near the 
Kuryong River known as 
the “Camel's Head.” Two 
enemy elements attacked 
the U.S. forces, collapsing 
their perimeter and forcing 
a withdrawal. Higdon’s 
unit was involved in fight- 
ing, which developed into 
hand-to-hand combat 
around the 3rd Battalion’s 
command post. Almost 400 
men were reported missing 
in action or killed in action 
following the battle. 

In late November 1950, a 
U.S. soldier captured during 
the battle of Unsan, report- 
ed during his debriefing, 
that he and nine American 
soldiers one South Korean 
soldier were moved to a 
farmhouse near the battle- 
field by Chinese soldiers. A 
few weeks later, the POWs 
were taken to an adjacent 
field by North Korean sol- 


diers and shot. Three of the - 


10 Americans — survived, 
though one later died. The 
soldier provided detailed 
information on the incident 
location and the identities 
of the other soldiers. 
Following the armistice 
in 1953 and the release of 
POWs, the other surviving 
soldier confirmed — the 
details provided in 1950. 
Analysts from DPMO 
developed case leads with 
information spanning more 
than 58 years. Through 
interviews with eyewitness- 
es, experts validated cir- 
cumstances — surrounding 
Higdon’s captivity and 
death, confirming wartime 
documentation of his loss. 
In May 2004, a joint 
U.S.-North Korean team 
excavated a mass grave near 
the “Camel’s Head.” An 
elderly North Korean 
national reported he had 
witnessed the death of 
seven or cight U.S. soldiers 


near that location and pro- 
vided the team with a gen- 
eral description of the burial 
Site. 

The excavation team 
recovered human remains 
and other personal artifacts, 
ultimately leading to the 
identification of seven sol- 
diers from that site. 

Among other forensic 
identification tools and cir- 
cumstantial evidence, scien- 
tists from Joint POW/MIA 
Accounting Command and 
Armed Forces DNA 
Identification Laboratory 
also used dental compar- 


isons and mitochondrial 
DNA - which matched 
Higdon’s sister - Vera 


Harper - in the identifica- 
tion. 

Harper lives in Northport 
in Leelanau County, which 
is about 30 miles north of 
Traverse City. 

Master Sgt. Michael 
Doremire, the senior range 
operations sergeant at 
Camp Grayling, was the 
casualty assistance officer 
working with Harper. 
Doremire said soldiers out 
of Camp Grayling serve as 
casualty assistance officers 
or casualty notification offi- 
cers when troops are killed 
on the battlefield in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. They cover an 
area from M-55 to the 
north. 

“There’s not a lot of us 
around, and it happened to 
be my turn,” he said. 

Doremire took care of 
funeral service arrange- 
ments, cemetery interment 
and got information out to 
the press about Higdon, 
meeting the wishes of 
Harper and coordinating 
activities with Washington 
D.C. and Ohio military offi- 
cers. 

Doremire said it was an 
educational assignment, and 
he was honored to be there 
for Harper as she gained 


closure. 

“It was very educational 
how much effort goes into 
bringing these soldiers, 
marines, sailors and airmen 
home,” Doremire said. “It's 
an everyday effort going 
into these cases.” 

In late April, Doremire 
contacted Harper, Higdon’s 
only surviving sibling, as 
she learned from Army offi- 
cials that her brother's 
remains had been identified 
through DNA testing. 

Higdon and their father 
are now buried in the Akron 
cemetery, where Harper 
plans to be buried. Her 
mother and younger sister 
are buried in a cemetery in 
Georgia. 

Harper said the military 
burial brought her closure, 
although she does think of 
her brother each time she 
hears of a soldier dying in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“tt was always in the back 
of your mind and you won- 
dered what happened,” 
Harper said. “I know where 
everybody in the family is 
now.” 

Higdon’s remains were 
transported in a brass urn 
from Hawaii, escorted by 
Army Staff Sgt. Jeuan 
Mitchell of the 516th Signal 
Brigade. 

Mitchell said he carried 
the urn on his lap the entire 
flight from Hawaii to Ohio 
and did not sleep. 

“T couldn't lose him,” 
Mitchel] told the Akron 
Beacon Journal of his mis- 
sion to bring Higdon home. 

Harper said she was 
pleased with efforts the 
government and the mili- 
tary extended to return her 
brother home from the 
Korean War, often referred 
to as the “Forgotten War” 
because it fell between 
World War II and the 
Vietnam War. 

“Our government gets a 


bad rap for all the bad 
things they do, but they 
were just so kind to me,” 
Harper said. “I’m just 
happy he’s home and I’m 
happy I have that closure.” 

Harper said she couldn't 
have made in through the 
past months and the funeral 
services Without Doremire’s 
assistance. 

“He'll always be my 
hero,” she said. “He was 
just amazing.” 

At the solemn military 
burial service that occurred 
three days before the 60th 
anniversary of the begin- 
ning of the Korean War, 15 
members of the Korean War 
Veterans Association stood 
at attention to salute Higdon 
as an Army honor guard 
performed the ceremony. 

Another 50 people 
attended, including some 
who knew Higdon growing 
up and others who had 
never met him. 

Jim Leach, who went 
through basic training with 
Higdon before departing for 
the battlefield, got 1o say 
farewell to his long-lost 
comrade at a military burial. 
Leach was wounded twice 
during the war. 

“IT got my buddy home,” 
said Leach in the Beacon 
Journal article. 

Dawn Thomas, who lived 
next door to the Higdon 
family home, said she still 
remembers the day she 
found out he was missing in 
action. 

“It felt like someone cut 
me off at the knees,” 
Thomas said in the Beacon 
Journal news story. 

The Defense Department 
said more than 2,000 
Americans died as prisoners 
of war during the Korean 
War. With the identification 
of Higdon and six others, 
8,025 service members still 
remain missing from the 
Korean War.

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Wood available to public through 
Huron Pines Fuels Reduction Project

Since the beginning of 
the Huron Fuels Reduction 
Project in July 2009, 87 
people on the Mio and 
Huron Shores Ranger 
Districts of the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests 
have received a paycheck 
for the work they have done 
funded by the American 
Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act (ARRA). 

Crews with the Huron 
Fuels Reduction Project 
worked from July to 
December of 2009 creating 
and maintaining fuel breaks 
on National Forest System 
lands and after a short win- 
ter furlough, returned to 
work in March 2010. 

This summer, ARRA 
Fuels crewmembers will be 
working on National Forest 
System lands in eastern 
Crawford County and the 
Roscommon area to reduce 
wildfire risks. The crews 
are creating and maintain- 
ing fuel breaks to help pro- 
lect forest resources and 
adjacent homes. The recent 
8,600 acre Meridian 
Boundary Fire, which dam- 
aged or destroyed 16 
homes and 36 outbuildings, 
highlights the critical need 
for fuel reduction treat- 
ments in the Roscommon 
area, 

Prior to the start of the 
fuel break work, National 
Forest System landlines 
were surveyed to identify 
correct. property bound- 
aries, In addition, commer- 
cial red pine plantations on 
National Forest lands are 
under contract lo be 
marked for thinning in the 
near future. The combina- 
tion of fuel break construc- 
tion and thinning red pine 
plantations will reduce the 
fuel Joad on the northeast 
side of Roscommon, 

Fuel breaks are areas 
where flammable dead veg- 
etation and branches have 
been cleared or mowed. 
Fuel breaks are an essential 
component in helping to 
slow the spread of a wild- 
fire. 

‘In forested areas where 
the upper limbs of the trees 
touch each other, fire can 
jump casily from tree to 
tree and spread quickly,” 
said Carrie Scott, a recre- 
ation and environmental 
planners and information 
officer for the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests

Mio Ranger District, ‘In 
fuel break areas where the 
fuels have been removed, 
the flame heights are sig- 
nificantly shorter and fire- 
fighters are more likely to 
be able to slow the spread 
of the fire and to help pro- 
tect structures. Fuel breaks 
are also helpful in allowing 
safe vehicle access out of 
an area in the event of an 
evacuation.” 

Crews will be using 
heavy equipment and chain 
saws to cut pines and 
spruces to reduce crown 
contact in several areas. 
The cut wood will be piled 
temporarily and chipped. 
Some areas where crews 
are working may produce 
easily accessible firewood. 
However, to legally collect 
quantities of firewood on 
National Forest System 
lands, individuals must 
obtain a firewood permit. 
Members of the public, 
including firewood permit 
holders, may not enter 
these active work sites 
while crews and equipment 
are working. Crews could 
be in these sites from 7:00 
a.m. to 5:30 pun, on any 
day of the weck. 

“Interfering with the 
crews is a safety concern 
for the public and ts 
grounds to revoke firewood 
permits,” Scott said. “This 
restriction is in place in 
order to prevent accidents 
and injuries from tree 
felling and heavy equip- 
ment operations.” 

It is acceptable and 
encouraged to enter these 
areas after 5:30 p.m. in the 
afternoon to collect downed 
wood the crews have gener- 
ated. This helps reduce the 
fuel levels within the fuel 
break. Individuals must 
ensure the fuel break is 
within an allowable cutting 
zone as shown on the map 
provided with the permit 
and follow all other condi- 
lions of the permit, 

Firewood permits for 
National Forest) System 
lands are available at the 
Mio Ranger District office 
located at 107 McKinley 
Road in Mio. Questions 
regarding firewood permits 
may be directed to the Mio

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AT THE RISK of casting a tem- 
porary cloud over the long holiday 
weekend filled with traditional 
carefree Fourth of July picnics, 
barbecues, ball games, and other 
vacation activities, let’s pause 
sometime during the next few days 
to consider why we’re celebrating 
Independence Day. 

Our United States Constitution 
is a remarkable document. The 
rights and protections it grants to 
us as citizens have helped make 
our experimental system of self- 
government work effectively for 
more than two centuries, and to 
many around the globe, become a 
beacon of hope for the world. 

One significant reason is the 
First Amendment. Here’s what the 
First Amendment says: 

“Congress shall make no law 
respecting the establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof, or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press; 
or the right of the people peace- 
ably to assemble, and to petition 
the Government for a redress of 
grievances.” 


And that’s it in the famous First 
Amendment — freedom of religion, 
freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, the right for people to 
assemble peaceably, the right to 
petition our government. 

The next nine original amend- 
ments cover other rights granted to 
American citizens, which in my 
opinion are not as fundamental as 
those in the First Amendment. 
Together the first 10 amendments 
form the cherished Bill of Rights 
of the American Constitution. 

They have stood the test of time, 
and have not been amended since 
first adopted. 

* * * 

THE FIRST AMENDMENT 
lists several things Congress — and 
by extension any lawmaking body 
— cannot do, 

When an ordinary person, such 
as this writer, studies the words of 
the First Amendment, the answer 
for many of today’s controversial 
issues becomes pretty clear. 

But to many lawyers and consti- 
tutional theorists, it’s all in the 
interpretation. 


For example, the First 
Amendment says “Congress shall 
make no law respecting the estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof.” Doesn’t 
that mean Congress cannot “estab- 
lish” an official religion, nor pro- 
hibit anyone from practicing any 
chosen religion? 

If I believe in God, for example, 
why cannot | express that belief in 
public buildings? Do not laws and 
judicial interpretations that prohib- 
it such open expression of a cho- 
sen religion therefore contradict 
the constitution? 

More words from _ the 
Constitution: Congress — or any 
other lawmaking body — cannot 
“abridge” or limit freedom of 
speech or freedom of the press. Do 
not the people, either directly or 
through the “press,” have the right 
to know everything that is going 
on in government? How can any 
governmental information be with- 
held from the public? 

Again, when a judge sends a 
reporter to jail because the reporter 
refuses to divulge how or from 


whom certain information is gath- 
ered, isn’t the court “abridging” 
the freedom of the press — in this 
instance, the right to gather infor- 
mation — in violation of the consti- 
tution? 

Another example: Does freedom 
of speech mean freedom of expres- 
sion? Can not a dissenting citizen 
choose to express dissent by burn- 
ing a flag, and doesn’t he/she 
deserve protection by the First 
Amendment for doing so? Who 
decides what is free speech and 
how is it defined? 

* * * 


WE COULD GO on and on 


applying the words and standards 


set by the First Amendment to 
issues which arise today, but the 
point is this: 

Every action of government at 
any level first should be evaluated 
by how it squares with the funda- 
mental rights and freedoms grant- 
ed by the First Amendment to our 
original constitution, which has 
not been amended since its adop- 
tion, 

In too many instances, I fear, the 


rights of the people — all the people 
~ become buried in the emotion of 
the moment. Respecting these 
rights may become inconvenient. 

As the welfare of the many, as 
perceived by those in charge, 
begins to override the constitution- 
al rights of the few, which become 
ignored at least temporarily, the 
erosion of personal rights is under- 
way. 

The first steps away from free- 
dom are tiny ones. 

As our nation’s — birthday 
approaches, let’s all remember, if 
only for a few moments, our 
Constitution, especially the First 
Amendment and the Bill of Rights, 
which arguably have proven to be 
the most significant part of our 
country’s foundation. 

Those Founding Fathers knew 
what they were doing. 

Let’s not screw it up.

On Saturdays, neigh- 
bors would stop by on their 
way to town or coming home 
and visit. each — other.

By not filling the city 
manager's position, the city 
will save about $28,000 
over the next six months. 
Schreiner said the amount 
would be higher, but the city 
is covering Thayer's health 
insurance for 180 days as 
part of his severance pay 
off. 

“That’s the contract and 
we will follow — that,” 
Schreiner said. 

Over the course of a year, 
the city would save $66,000 
if Baum agrees to stay in the 
position. 

The council voted to 
approve the employee pact 
by a 3-to-0 vote. Schreiner, 
Mayor Pro-Tem Larry 
Akers and Council Member 
Dennis Robinson attended 
the meeting. Council 
Member Kim McClain 
resigned prior to the meet- 
ing and Council Member 
Karl DeVries was excused 
from attending the meeting. 

Schreiner said the $1,500 
was the same amount paid 
to Grayling City Clerk 
Michele Moshier when she 
served as acting city manag- 
er after Allen Lowe depart- 
ed from the post. 

The council opted to hold 
off on jumping into a full- 
blown city manager search 
since they feel comfortable 
with the job Baum is doing. 

‘YT like the direction we’re 
going with Doug right now,” 
Robinson said, 

The Michigan Municipal 
League was hired to do the 
city manager search before 
Thayer was hired. Thayer 
served as the city manager 
for three and a half years. 

Robinson said he believes 
the standards were to strin- 
gent for that city manager 
search, and feels that 
Grayling is a place where a 
city manager can gain expe- 
rience and move on to a 
larger city. 

“T was under the impres- 
sion that there were some 
good local people eliminat- 
ed because they couldn't 
meet the requirements,” 
Robinson said. 

Akers said he felt that too 
much authority was given to 


the consultants and taken 
from city leaders and the 
community. 

“I think there should be 
more input at the tocal 
level,’ Akers said. 

Baum was given a 
retroactive pay increase 
back until February, which 
amounts to $7,400. 

“He’s been doing a huge 
amount of extra work and 
he has not been reimbursed 
for that,” Akers said. “I’m 
just wondering if $1,500 is 
enough.” 

The council also agreed 
to call off a layoff of 
Grayling Police Department 
Secretary Lynn Reeves. She 
was scheduled to be done 
working for the city on July 
1, when the city's fiscal year 
starts, but will continue to 
be needed to assist Baum 
and the other officers. 

“On Monday, she will be 
back and it will be business 
as usual,” Schreiner said. 

The $1,500 stipend will 
carry over into the next fis- 
cal year. During the next six 
months the council will 
study offering Baum a con- 
tract to continue serving as 
city manager - if Baum 
wishes to keep doing both 
jobs — or if the city needs to 
go in a different direction. 

The council voted to drop 
acting from Baum’s title to 
avoid any conflicts with the 
city's charter. 

Baum said that he has one 
drive for his mission while 
he stays in the city manag- 
er's seat. 

“T just look forward to 
helping the city move for- 
ward in a positive way,” 
Baum said. 

Baum was hired by 
Thayer to serve as the 
Grayling Police Chief on 
Jan. 5, 2009, replacing Karl 
Schreiner who resigned in 
September after serving 31 
years with the department. 

Baum served as the 
Sheriff of the Montmorency 
Sheriffs Department for 
three and a half years. Prior 
to that, Baum worked as a 


detective/sergeant and 
deputy for the 
Montmorency Sheriff's 
Department.

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‘Man From Grayling’ made his 
mark in the oil and gas business

A school boy prankster, World War I 
veteran, business man from boyhood 
through his adult years and northern 
Michigan oil and gas exploration pio- 
neer — all Melvin K. Nielson wants to be 
known for is a “Man From Grayling.” 

Perhaps the name of the company now 
run by Nielson’s grandchildren, 
Generations Management LLC, tells it 
best of his 142-year business relation- 
ship between the early days of Grayling 
and the Salling, Hanson & Co. 

The Nielson family had a book titled 
“Man From Grayling, The Life and 
Times of Melvin K. Nielson” authored 
by family friend and retired Navy heli- 
copter pilot Mike Stock. 

Men by the name Rasmus Hanson, 
Nels Michelson, Ernest Salling and John 
Bruun were the prime movers in the 
development and growth of Grayling 
during its first 60 years. Not only did 
these men possess vision, business acu- 
men and a flair for dealing with people, 
they also had one other shared attribute — 
all of them immigrated to the United 
States from Denmark. 

In 1914, Bruun arrived at Ellis Island 
in New York at the age of 18. He headed 
for Grayling, where friends and family 
had settled. After scaling logs in the 
woods for a year, Bruun’s fortunes 
changed when his superiors at Salling, 
Hanson & Co. invited him to work at 
their office in Grayling. Within a few 
years, he became a major stockholder 
and secretary of the company. After the 
death of Rasmus Hanson in 1927, Bruun 
was appointed trustee of Salling, Hanson 
& Co. Trust, in charge of managing its 
business affairs.

In 1917, Grayling was humming with 
two chemical plants and eight lumber 
mills in operation. The period was the 
high watermark for the city, which had a 
population of 4,000 residents. Since that 
time the population has declined to less 
that 2,000, according to the 2000 Census 

Prior to his death, Hanson and other 
partners formed the Grayling 
Development Corporation for the prima- 
ry purpose of promoting commercial 
development of cut over land owned by 
Salling, Hanson & Co. One of the 
avenues pursued was the possibility of 
mining valuable minerals including oil. 
As an officer of the Grayling 
Development Corporation, John Bruun 
was a prime mover in the discovery of oil 
and gas in Crawford County. Northern 
Michigan Land and Oil Corporation, was 
founded by Bruun when the Grayling 
Development Corporation was liquidated 
following Hanson's death. 

“John Bruun held a very valuable role 
in the history of Grayling, for he was 
both of the old lumbering days and the 
newer economics of resort-tourism busi- 
ness,’ according the First 100 Years of 
Grayling, which documents instrumental 
historical events, figures and businesses 
in the community. “John Bruun served 
aptly in the dangerous transition period, 
and the community can ever be thankful 
for the scrappy Dane who thought noth- 
ing was impossible.” 

Jens Perter Wilhem Nielson, Melvin 
Nielson’s grandfather, arrived in the 
United States in October 1893 and came 
to Grayling. He worked as a mason, con- 
structing many of the mammoth fire 
places in vacation homes for the wealthy 


which are located along the AuSable 
River. 

Nielson and his wife, Elise, had four 
children born in Denmark. Their last and 
youngest child, Otto Nielson, was born 
in the United States. Elise died shortly 
after Olto’s birth. 

Otto went to live with some foster par- 
ents in Grayling, Marie and Fred Hansen. 

Otto's eventual wife, Mollie Anderson 
of Mio came to Grayling and worked as 
a nanny for the Krause family. The cou- 
ple was married on Aug. 14, 1921 

Melvin Nielson was born March 31], 
1922. The couple’s second and last child, 
Weldon, was born Oct. 14, 1923. 

The family lived on the southside of 
the community during meager financial 
times. 

It was like being on a never-ending 
camping trip with a ramshackle house 
being used for sleeping instead of a tent. 
Life was not easy during those days, and 
with the Great Depression looming 
around the corner, it would get much 
worse. 

Melvin remembers being aware of 
how little money his family had to live on 
and these meager financial circum- 
stances contributed to his desire to make 
money later in life. His father made 30 
cents an hour working at the Kerry- 
Hanson Flooring Co. 

“We all seemed to know we were poor, 
but | guess people enjoyed life anyway,” 
Melvin said. “They might have wished 
for other things, but would come back to 
reality very quickly.” 

It drove him to be successful at a num- 
ber of jobs during his school years — at a 
time when finding any job was difficult.

Melvin was self-motivated, a hard and 
dependable worker and self-starter — 
traits that would serve him well during 
his long and successful business career. 

Melvin began his working career at the 
age of 10, selling vegetables door-to- 
door for other Danish neighbors grew 
vegetables and flowers in a greenhouse. 

At the age of 12, Melvin got a summer 
job working as a golf caddie at the 
Grayling Country Club. Over successive 
summers, Melvin worked his way up to 
become the manager of the pro shop the 
summer after his high schoo! graduation. 
The businessmen and influential mem- 
bers of Grayling had been watching him 
as he carried their golf bags around the 
course and were impressed with what 
they saw, 

“You are always interviewing,” Melvin 
said. 

During his early school years, Melvin 
was known to be guite the prankster. 

On a Halloween night, Melvin and 
four friends decided they would take 
Harold “Spike” MacNeven’s Model-T 
Ford for a joyride. MacNeven and his 
wife, Ruby, were working late at Spike's 
Keg O' Nails, so they knew no adults 
would be home and the car would be in 
the garage. Quietly, the gang of five 
opened the garage door and pushed the 
car into the street. But before they could 
get it started, a group of police and fire- 
man cruising the neighborhood for mis- 
chief-makers spotted the boys. Leaving 
the car in the middle of street, the boys 
bailed out and Melvin dove into a lilac 
bush. Four boys were rounded up by 
police and taken to the police station, 
while Melvin went undetected.

On another Halloween, Melvin and 
friends took a farmer's hay wagon, taking 
it piece by piece through a trapdoor fead- 
ing to the roof of the high school, and 
reassembling it with the tongue hanging 
over the roof for everyone to see. This 
caper went undetected. 

During his school years, Melvin 
worked at Carl's Barbershop. His job was 
to fire up the coal-burning furnace and 
hot water heater. He swept and mopped 
the floors, cleaned the mirrors and 
spruced up the bathroom, Woodsmen 
were paid once a month. On pay week- 
end, the rough and tumble came to 
Grayling to get cleaned up. The first stop 
was at Carl's Barbershop, where they 
took a bath, then got a shave and haircut. 
Melvin had the unfortunate task of clean- 
ing the tub after each bath, while smelly, 
grubby men were impatiently waiting in 
line. In return for cleaning the bathtub, 
Melvin was allowed to run a shoeshine 
operation tn the barbershop. 

When he worked at the barbershop 
shining shoes, Bruun, who got a shave 
every day, gave Melvin the keys to his 
apartment over the Salling, Hanson & 
Co. so that Melvin could shine his riding 
boots. Melvin never handled or took 
things from the apartment, so Bruun 
knew he was a hard worker and could be 
trusted. 

Melvin worked the last two years of 
high school at the Rialto Theatre as an 
usher. 

Melvin graduated from high school in 
1940 at the age of 18. The 30 members in 
his graduating class were somewhat 
unique in those days because about 60 
percent of students dropped out of school

before graduation. The class prophecy 
attempted to predict what each student 
would achieve in his or her lifetime. In 
recognition of Melvin's high achievement 
in business classes and a part-time job 
when he delivered Coca-Cola, his fellow 
students predicted that one day he would 
become president of Coca-Cola. Melvin 
assisted a delivery driver, delivering 
Coca-Cola to area retailers and business- 
es during his senior year. 

In the spring of 1942, Melvin was at 
Moshier's Auto Repair discussing the 
upcoming baseball season with Bill 
Moshier, Bill LaChappelle stopped in to 
get gas, and asked Melvin if he wanted to 
go on a date with the sister of his girl- 
friend. Melvin met Ruth Hodgins, who 
would eventually become his wife. 

Connections with Gordon Olsen, 
owner of the Rialto, who was on the

at the Grayling Country Club, led to a job 
offer from Bruun to work at the bank, 
Melvin worked at the bank for two years 
before, like many other young men, went 
off to serve the country for World War II. 

In April 1942, Melvin drove to Detroit 
to take the aptitude test for the Army Air 
Corps. He scored above average on ail 
sections expect for the one involving 
mechanical aptitude. The Air Corps 
rejected him from flying fighters and 
bombers, but did say he could fly light 
observation planes used to spot artillery 
and for reconnaissance missions. This 
did not appeal to him. Next, Neilson tried 
to join the Marine Corps in Grand 
Rapids, but his efforts ended in disap- 
pointment again when doctors found a 
disqualifying heart murmur. 

With his options narrowed, Melvin 
finally enlisted in the Army with his 
younger brother, Weldon. They left for 
basic training on Dec. 4, 1942. 

When they arrived at Fort Leonard 
Wood, the brothers went their separate

ways. Weldon was assigned to the Pacific 
Theatre, while Melvin was assigned to 
Europe. They would not see each other 
again for almost four years. 

Melvin was assigned to the [3th 
Infantry Regiment, one of the most 
famous and longest serving regiments in 
the United States Army. 

“The United States has given me many 
freedoms, so many, that all the boys in 
the service don't even think twice about 
being killed?’ Melvin said in a letter to 
Ruth while he was preparing to leave for 
the battlefield. “We know what we are 
fighting for, most of all our loved ones, 
moms, dads and sweethearts It's really 
hard times, but we are proud to prove just 
what Americans are made of. This Army 
is made of skill, guts and spirit which will 
never die, no matter how tough the going 
is. Someday the people will have a cele- 
bration that the war is over. I sincerely 
pray I shall have the chance in that cele- 
bration with you. However, the road 
ahead is still bloody and tough.” 


. gallery,” he said. 


Melvin’s unit, which was assigned to 
serve with the 8th Infantry, got its first 
taste of combat at Omaha Beach, 28 days 
before the D-Day landings. 

“The mind protects you from these 
horrors by turning the ghastly scene into 
an abstraction, like a painting in an art 
“At times | felt like a 
zombie, not feeling anything — no sorrow, 
no loss, no fear, no anger,” 

Melvin earned a purple heart while the 
8th Infantry Division was positioned on 
the German border. He was in a house 
when an infamous German V-I buzz 
bomb was shot down by antiaircraft fire. 
The bomb impacted between two houses 
about 50 feet from where Melvin was 
standing. The blast blew in the windows 
of the houses and vaporized everything in 
a 200 to 300 foot radius leaving a huge 
crater. Several soldiers were bleeding 
profusely from lacerations and suffered 
from temporary hearing loss. 

Next, on Nov. 16, 1944 the division

was ordered to proceed to an area south- 
east of the German City of Aachen, 
which was taken a month before and was 
one of the first major cities to fall to the 
Allies. 

The battle in the Hurtgen Forest 
became known as one of the bloodiest 
and most highly contested battles in the 
war, famous for its tenacious and savage 
fighting, rugged terrain, bitter cold 
weather and high number of casualties 
on both sides. 

‘In the Hurtgen Forest proper, our 
gains came inch by inch and foot by foot, 
delivered by men with rifles-bayonets on 
one end and grim, resolute courage on 
the other,” said General William G. 
Weaver, commanding general for the 8th 
Division. “There was no battle of Europe 
more devastating, frustrating or gory.” 

A total 5,057 POWs trom the front 
lines were brought to the back and placed 
in detention enclosures. The battle also 
resulted in the loss of Ruhr Industrial 
Area, severely impacting the German’s 
ability to wage wat. 

Germany signed terms for an uncon- 
ditional surrender on May 9, 1945. 
Melvin satd the German soldiers were 
tired, beaten men, who were glad the war 
was over for them. 

During 10 months of combat, the 8th 
Infantry Division captured 316,187. pris- 
oners of war and huge supplies of enemy 
war material. The division suffered 
13,292 killed, wounded and captured. 

During a 14-day furlough, Melvin was 
reunited with Ruth. The 8th Division was 
scheduled to retrofit and train for opera- 
tions in the Pacific. It was during this 
break that the United States dropped two 
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atomic bombs on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. Japan surrendered, signaling 
an end to World War II. 

During the war, a large number of 
nurses who were volunteering or being 
drafted into the military caused a critical 
shortage of nurses on the home front. In 
response, the federal government created 
the U.S. Cadet Corps Nurse program on 
July 1, 1943. The program paid full 
tuition, fees, room and board and a small 
monthly stipend. In return, the Cadets 
took an oath to serve their country for the 
duration of the war. 

Ruth went through the program, and 
then worked at Henry Ford Hospital in 
Detroit. 

On Oct. 15, 1945 Melvin, returned to 
his parent’s home and enrolled in the 
Lansing Business College as a full-time 
student. He later transferred to the 
Detroit Business College, to be closer to 
Ruth. The couple was married on April 
27, 1947 at the Congregation Church on 
Woodward Avenue. 

Melvin started doing accounting and 
tax business after returning to Grayling 
in 1947. He did work for John Bruun’'s 
business activities, including Northern 
Michigan Land and Oil Company, the 
Salling, Hanson & Company Trust and 
two other trusts. He also did accounting 
for other businesses, civic organizations 
and non-profit groups. Melvin worked 
for Bruun at the Grayling Insurance 
Agency, which Bruun started for cus- 
tomers of the bank who needed insurance 
in 1946. He also worked at the Rialto 
Theatre, served on the Crawford AuSable 
School Board and was a leader and 
teacher at the Michelson Memorial

United Methodist Church. 

In 1960, Melvin purchased the 
Grayling Insurance Agency from Bruun. 

Edward Skinner, who went on to have 
a successful career in the insurance 
industry, said Bruun was a business men- 
tor. 

“To this day, I credit Melvin Nielson 
with installing in me a can do attitude, a 
competitive spirit and a strong work 
ethic,” Skinner said. 

Bruun died in 1966, He was 70. Since 
he had no children, he willed 51 percent 
of Northern Michigan Land and Oil 
Company to Melvin. 

Melvin would go on to spearhead the 
exploration of oil and gas in northern 
Michigan. The Antrim Shale gas and oil 
layer, which stretches across northern 
Michigan, contains six times of the 
world's known oil reserves. 

Oil and gas exploration would not go 
on without major glitches and incidents. 
On March 3, 1970, a huge fire occurred at 


State Chester Venture Well 115 near 
Gaylord in Otsego County. The fire was 
caused by a spark from an unknown ori- 
gin. Local firefighters responded, but did 
not have the training or equipment to 
properly battle the blaze. Experts in 
putting out oil and gas well fires were 
summoned from Houston. On March 15, 
the fire went out and the noise of escap- 
ing natural gas was quieted. The econom- 
ic loss included the cost of a $300,000 
drilling rig, $120,000 in natural gas 
vaporized and more than $50,000 to put 
out the blaze. Over its lifetime, the State 
Chester well produced more than $72 
million in gas and oil and made Melvin a 
millionaire by age 48. To this day, it 
remains the second largest producing gas 
well ever discovered in Michigan. 

Melvin was instrumental in the devel- 
opment of the Sherwood Forest subdivi- 
sions in 1969 and 1976 and the Viking 
Village subdivision in 1979-80. 

Through the 1980’s and 90’s, northern 
Michigan Land and Oil drilled 294 


Antrim gas wells. The company experi- 
ences its ups and downs with the rest of 
the industry, and was dissolved in 2007. 
The 294 gas wells drilled by the compa- 
ny, however, remain in production. 

The third generation of the Nielson 
family, Cori Nielson, Keith Nielson and 
Jonathan Crosby still have ties with the 
oil and gas industry though Generations 
Management LLC. 

“Melvin says that wisdom comes with 
experience,” Keith Nielson said. “You 
can learn a lot in books but this is knowl- 
edge — not wisdom. Wisdom is learned in 
the class of hard knocks.” 

Generations Management LLC has 
214,000 square feet of income property, 
located primarily in Traverse City, 
Gaylord and Grand Blanc. 

The company also operates Team 
Services in Kalkaska. The company has 
been providing comprehensive service 
work to the oil and gas industry since 
2001. Geographically, Team Services’ 
main area of operations is the northern 


Lower Peninsula, although the company 
performs and continues to expand work 
throughout the United States and Canada. 
Team Services provides its customers 
with a wide range of services, such as 
well completion, waste disposal, well 
stimulation and application of new tech- 
nologies, especially regarding horizon- 
tal/lateral drilling techniques. 

Generations Management LLC owns 
and manages Navitas Development, as it 
continues to carry on one of Generation’s 
earliest ventures — oil and gas explo- 
ration, development and production, The 
first well was drilled in 1936 in northern 
Michigan. Along the way it partnered 
with commanding industry leaders such 
as Shell Oil, Amoco, Delta and several 
others. Additionally, it partnered with 
other Michigan independent oil and gas 
men and women, which culminated in 
the drilling, producing and operating of 
approximately 300 natural gas wells from 
1968 through 1997.

Grayling native Roger Kesseler recalls 
the Nielson family from his boyhood. He 
said he would go to their home when he 
smelled cookies in the oven coming 
through their screen door to get a couple. 
He added that youth were always around 
the Nielson home, when they moved to 
Ingham Strect, especially during the win- 
ter months for skiing and sledding. 

“They were tolerant of kids they never 
fussed about them being around and they 
were very supportive of kids and young 
families,” Kesseler said. 

For the last decade, Kesseler, a former 
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vice president for the Dow Chemical 
Company and Central Michigan 
University Board Trustee, has served on 
an advisory board that oversees Nielson 
family and business affairs. Kesseler has 
witnessed Melvin in action at the annual 
meetings. 

“T also admired his business acumen 
and ability to provide business leadership 
- both in the community as well as a busi- 
nessman,” Kesseler said. “He's a person 
you could always rely on and his word is 
as good as gold.” 

Dr. Vernon Blaha, who started his fam- 
ily practice in Grayling in 1958, got to 
know Melvin as a businessman and mem- 
ber of the Grayling Country Club. Blaha 
served as the family physician for the 
Nielson family. 

“He's a wonderful man and has been a 
good friend for years,” Blaha said. “He is 
very community oriented and did a lot of 
hard work for the community.” 

Most recently, Melvin was inducted 
into 2010 Grayling High School’s 
Alumni Hall of Fame. 

George Stancil, who now operates the 
family’s landmark Rialto Theatre in 
Grayling, said Melvin always recalls a 
trip he took to Detroit after his graduation 
with Gordon Olsen, then the owner of the 
Rialto. Melvin and eight fellow employ- 
ees stayed in hotels, went to a Detroit 
Tigers Game, a theatre and a club. 

“It was like he died and had gone to 
heaven,” Stancil said. “That was just a 
nice and enjoyable time for him.” 

Stancil said he recently came across 
one of Melvin’s pay vouchers for his 
work at the theatre and looked up to him 
as business and community mentor.

The American Legion Post #106 - Grayling was chartered in October 1920, The old 
hall of the Grand Army of the Republic (G.A.R.), on Peninsular Avenue, was given 
to the American Legion Post #106 by the Woman's Relief Corp. (an auxiliary of the 
G.A.R.). The post met in this building until 1956 when the current American 


Legion building on the 1-75 Business Loop, became the new home with 8 bowling 
alleys and a snack bar. In 1960, the Legion sold the old American Legion building 
on Peninsular Avenue to the Moose Lodge club. The old American Legion/G. ALR. 
building no longer exists. At present, the business of Pat Gale Enterprises is where 


the building previously stood.
